without the Lords, as the Lords have always uſed to do 
theirs without them, | 

In which Reaſons, as well as in their Apology 
afterwards to that Prince, the Houſe of Commons 
did, above a Hundred Years ſince, fo clearly, and 


with ſo much Strength of Reaſon, aſſert their Rights 


in the Matter of the Election of their Members, that 
the Commons think it their Duty to reſiſt all At- 


tempts whatſoever to invade them. 


And upon this Occaſion it may not be improper 
to cite the Opinion the Houſe of Commons had of 
the Judges Intermeddling in Matters of their Elections, 
as they have deliver d it in the aforeſaid Apology, in 
theſe Words, vi x. | | 

Neither thought we that the Fudges Opinion, (which yet 
in due Place we preatly reverence) being delivered with 
the Common-Law, (which extends only to inferior and

When the Earl of Shaftsbury was Lord-Chancellor, 
Writs iſſued during a Prorogation of Parliament, for

to the Privileges of the Houſe of Commons, that at 
the next Seſſion of Parliament, 5 Febr.

if this be not according to former Precedents : But

As to the firſt part of the e. the Lords did 
ider the Matter of the 
Petitions, and not the Perſons of the Petitioners. And 
as to the Second Part, the Lords ſaid, the Printed 
Paper mentioned by the Commons, was the Votes of 
the Houſe of Commons, of the 24th of February, 
Signed by the Speaker. If the Commons had diſ- 
own'd that Paper, there had been ſome Weight in 
this Objection, bur if they think it regular to Print 
and Publiſh their Votes to the People, the Lords will 
always think it Regular to take Notice, and make uſe 
of thoſe Papers as they ſee Occaſion ; and it ſeemed 
ſtrange for the Commons to object to the taking No- 
rice of their Votes, when the only Colour they have 
hitherto pretended for their firſt Diſpleaſure at the Five 
Priſoners was, That they did not take Notice of ſome 
Vores of theirs (which they call their Declaration ) 
made during their laſt Seſſion, And the Printing their 
Votes is the only Method they have yet taken, for 
the Promulgation of the New Laws they take upon 
them to make. | 
The Lords had no occaſion to ſay any thing in De- 
fence of their Firſt Reſolution, becauſe the Commons 
did not think fit to avow in Words, That they had a 


Power to create new Privileges by their Votes; tho? 


they have manifeſtly attempted: ir in Practice, and 
particularly in the Caſe of the Five Priſoners. 

As to the unjuſt Reflections which the Commons 
made upon the Houſe of Lords, as if they had Enter- 
tain'd Original Cauſes, and were Guilty of ſome En- 
croachment in Hearing appeals from Courts of Equi- 
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The Lords Avowed their Claim of ſuriſdiction, 


in Hearing and determining Appeals from Courts of 
Equity, and could ſhew a can Exerciſe of fit 


more Antient than the Determination of Elections in 
the Houſe of Commons, which yet the Lords do not 
go about to call in Queſtion; But they deny their 
having meddled with any Original Cauſes, or that 
the Caſe Particularly mentioned by the Commons, 
was at all of that Nature. | 

The Lords did not underſtand what the Commons 
meant, by ſaying, The Lords had founded their Se- 
cond Reſolution upon an Extrajudicial Vote. The 
Judgment in the Caſe of Aſhby and White, was given 
with great Deliberation, and founded upon undeni- 
able Reaſons and unqueſtionable Authorities: And 
the Lords condeſcended fo far in that Matter, as to 
direct the Stare of that Caſe, and the Grounds of that 
Judgement, to be Drawn up and Printed. 

The Second Refolution of 'the Lords conſiſts of 


Two Aſſertions, Firſt, That every Man who 14 
C- 


hends himſelf to be injur'd, has a Right to ſeek 
dreſs by Action at Law. 
Secondly, That the Proſecuting Actions at the Com- 
mon Law, againſt any Perſon, not entituled to Pri- 
vilege of Parliament, is no Breach of Privilege. 
What the Commons objected to the Univerſality 
of the firſt Part of that Reſolution, as if it would de- 
ſtroy all Diſtinctions of Courts, and make a Confuſi- 
on of Juriſdictions, did ariſe only upon a plain Mi- 
ſtake. ” The Lords mentioned Actions in General, 
without Con hae they faid to Actions at Com- 
mon- Law, or Affirming that Actions for all forts of 
Injuries, may be brought in any one Court. : 
As to the Inſinuation that the Lords had no other 
Aim than to Extend their own Juriſdiction, by the 
ſeeming Regard and Tenderneſs they ſhew'd for the 
Rights and Liberties of the People; The Anſwer is, 
The only juſt way of Interpreting Men's meaning, is 
by obſerving what they Act. 85 05 
The Lords have Acted with true Regard to Liber- 


ty and Propery on this Occaſion, as well as in all o- 


thers: They have Voluntarily own'd themſelves to be 
reſtrain'd, at the ſame time they defire the Commons

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Claim'd nothing New, and the Commons cannot

The Principal thing inſiſted upon by the Houſe

the Connuſance of the Houſe of Commons, that the

| that could be done, this Diſtinction of privileged Cafes 
from privileged Perſons, will have no Weight to ju-

The Determining of Elections is admitted to be the 
Buſineſs of the Houſe of Commons, and yetlit is cer- 
tain that the proſecuting Actions at Common Law 
for Falſe, or Double Returns, was never thought to 
be a Contempt to the Houſe of Commons, nor was a- 
ny Body Puniſned, or Committed upon that Account, 
in the Caſes of Sir Samuel Barnadiſton, and Mr. On ſlow. 

The Freedom of Speech in Parliament is the moſt 
neceſſary and the moſt acknowledged Privilege of the 
Houſe of Commons: And yet when an Information 
was brought in the King's-Bench againſt Sir Fobn El. 
lioe and others, for Words ſpoken in the Houſe of 
Commons, and Judgment was given againſt them in 
that Court; the Commons did not think it ſufficient 
to condemn that Judgment by Votes of their own

- T'ho' 
the Lords do not deny, That ſuch Caſes are proper 
to be determined by the Houſe of Commons, yet this 
Precedent does not go far towards Aflerting their 
Rights ; for in that Caſe the Second Writ was quaſh'd 
by the Chancellor and Judges before the Determinati- 
on made by rhe Houſe of Commons : And in the ci- 
ting this Precedent they have not rightly ſtated the 


Words of the Queen's Mefage, or of the Reſolutions 


of the Houſe of Commons, as will appear by Sir Si- 


mon U Ewes's Journal, and they could not ſay they had 
any Original ſournal of that time. 

As to the Second Precedent they cited, which is 
the Caſe of Sir Francis Goodwin, in the Firſt Vear of 
King Fame, I. which they made uſe of to prove their 
own power of determining Elections, and that they 


were not to give an Account of their Proceedings 


therein to the Lords: It appears by their own Journal, 


That they had not ſtated that Caſe fairly; and that

The Precedent Cited in 1672, relates only to the 


Right of Ifluing Writs for the Election of Members 


during the continuance of the Parliament, the Order- 
ing of which was Vored to be in the Houſe of Com- 
mons only, and is nor at all difputed at this time. 
The Lords never Diſputed the Commons Power 
of Committing for Breach of Privilege, as well Per- 
ſons who are nor of the Houſe of Commons, as thoſe 
who are : The Queſtion is only, Whether a Matter 
that has no Relation to the ſitting of any Member 
in Parliament, may be made a Breach of Privilege, 
by being called fo in a Vote, or having that name gi- 
ven to it in a Warrant of Commitment: That is, in 
other Words, Whether they have Power to create ts 
themſelves New Privileges by their Votes; for they 
will never be able to prove an Uſage of e 
Men for reſorting to Law in ſuch caſes, and it will bt 
hard for them to convince thoſe whom they Repren- 
ſent, that this Arbitrary Oppreſſing Poor Men, is or 
can be underſtood ro be only an interpoſing to pre- 
uy the Rights and Liberties of the People of Eng-

The Commons did not deny the Lords Fourth Re- 
ſolution, otherwiſe than by ſaying; That the Appli- 


cation was to be made to the proper Place, and that 


where the Commitment is by the Houſe of Commons, 
og no place to apply to for Liberty but that 
uſe, | 

The Lords thought this to be a Poſition very fatal 
to Liberty, for it places an Arbitrary and Abſolute 
Power of Commitment in the Houſe of Commons. 
Tyranny may be in many as well as in a ſingle Per- 
fon : The Thirty Tyrants of Athens carry that Name 
with as heavy an Imputation as any langle Perſon. + 
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The Lords never ſaid, That every Priſoner who 
brings his Habeas Corpus ought to be diſcharged, or 


that there are not Caſes excepted out of the Habeas 
Corpus Act; what they inſiſt upon is, That a Priſoner 


brought before a proper Court by Habeas Corpus, 


where it does appear that the Matter he ſtands Com- 
mitted for is no Crime of Law, ought to be diſcharg- 
ed by whatſoever Authority he was committed, or 
by whatſoever Name the Fact is called in that Com- 
mitment. . bo | 
Several Precedents were mentioned by the Com- 
mons, Firſt, the Cafe of one Jones; but it did not 
appear who he was, nor what his Caſe was, nor who 
would have taken him from the Commons, and there- 
fore there can be no pretence to draw any Inference 
trom ſuch a Precedent, | 
The Lords wondred to find any Weight laid on the 
Votes Paſſed in the Year 1675. It is well known the 
Kingdom was at that time generally grown weary of 
that Parliament, which had been continued above 
x3 Years; and there was a great Number in both 
Houſes, who watched for any Advantage to make 
their longer continuance Impracticable. 
And there happening a Queſtion at that time, 
Whether-there 17 5 be a Proceeding in Appeals 
before the Houſe of Lords, in Caſes where Members 


of the Houſe of Commons were Parties; This was ſo

managed, that in about a Month's time, Matters were 
grown to ſuch a height between the Two Houſes, 
that all Correſpondence was in a Manner broken off 
between them; and they proceeded to make ſuch 
Votes, and to do ſuch Acts from Day to Day on 
either ſide, as they thought would moſt provoke. 
The Commons cited ſome of theſe Votes which

The Houſe of Commons took the ſame Exception March. 
to the Lord's Fifth Reſolution as they did to their VS 


Third; that they therein made themſelves Judges of 
the Privileges of the Houſe of Commons: And the 
Lords contented themſclves with giving them the 
ſame Anſwer. | 

What the Houſe of Commons ſaid in reſpect to their 
Cenſuring and Puniſhing the Counſel, who pleaded 
at the Queens Queen- Bar, upon the return of the Ha- 
beas Corpus in behalf of the Priſoners, ſeem'd very re- 
markable, That it was becauſe they were not fo 
Modeſt as to Acquieſce in the Opinion of the Lord- 
Keeper and the Judges, and the Priſoners were not 
Bailable by the Habeas Corpus Act; and they would 
not have taken Notice of them, but becauſe they 
would not reſt fatished, but would bring on the 
Cauſe again, where the Privileges of the Houſe of 
Commons were with great Licentiouſneſs of Speech 
Denied and Inſulted in publick Court; without any 
Hopes or proſpect of Relief of the Priſoners, but in 
order to vent New Doctrines againſt the Commons. 

This ſeemed to be a kind of Excuſe for the Com- 
mitting of the Counſel, but it does in no fort agree 
with the Votes relating to this Matrer, which paſled 
in general Terms, and may be cited for Precedents 
hereafter, for Committing Counſel, (wirh as good 
Reaſon as the Votes in 1675) when theſe ſecret Mo- 
tives, which induc'd the Houſe of Commons in this 
Caſe, will not appear. | 0 
The Vote of the 24th of February, order'd the Com- 


mittee to Examine what Perſons had been concern'd 


in pleading upon the Writ of Habeas Corpus, not what

upon the Perſons concerned in Procuring the Writ, 
or in Appeaing in behalf of the Priſoner : But left the 
Serjeant at Arms at liberty to obey the Command of 


the Habeas Corpus; which he did accordingly, by car- 


rying his Priſoner before the Judge, where the Habeas 


Corpus was returnable, 
The Houſe of Commons have in former Ages 


ſſhewn a great and ſteady Concern for the Freedom 


of the Perſons of their Fellow-Subjects: And upon 
thejr Petitions, many excellent Laws have been made 
to Protect Liberty againſt all unlawful Reſtraints by 
any Authority, even that of the Crown: But now it is

Grandfather, the Houſe of Commons made a Noble

Remanded to 
Newgate, by the Opinion of the Major Number of the 
Judges of the Court of Queen's-Bench, humbly petiti- 
oned Your Majeſty for a Writ of Error, in Order to 
bring this Judgment before Your Majeſty in Parlia- 
ment: And it is certain the Subject is never Conclu- 
ded by any Judgment, till he comes to the laſt Reſorr 
fixed by Law in that Caſe. | 

The Houſe of Commons being informed of theſe 
Petitions, came to a Reſolution, which they laid be- 
fore Your Majeſty, That the Commitments of thar 


Houſe were not Examinable in any other Courts whar- 


ſoever ; That no Writ of Error lay in this Caſe; And 
that as they had expreſſed their Duty to Your Majeſty 
in giving Diſpatch to the Supplies, ſo they had an en- 


tire Confidence in Your Majeſty, That You would

The Firſt Poſition in this Vote is very general, and 
the Conſequences of it are plain: If the Commitments

But as ſtrange and unjuſt ifiable is this appears, we 
beg Leave to take Notice of another thing yet more 
irregular (if it be poſſible :) While the Matter was 
depending before Your Majeſty upon the Petitions 
for Writs of Error ; after the Houſe of Commons 
had made an Addreſs ro Your Majeſty, That You 
would not give Leave for the bringing Writs of Er- 
ror ; after Your Majeſty had, by Your Gracious An- 
ſwer, ſignified to them, That this Matter relating to 


* the Courſe of Judicial Proceedings was of the higheſt Im- 


portance, and therefore Your Majeſty thought it no- 
ceſſary to weigh and conſider what was proper for 
you to do; aed after they had Voted to take this very 
Anſwer of Your Majeſty into Conſideration: The 
Day following they Voted the Five Priſoners to be 
removed from Newgate, .and raken into the Cuſtody 
of the Serjeant at Arms attending the Houſe of Com- 
mons ; and this order was executed at Mid-night, 
with ſuch Circumſtances of Severity and Terror, as 
had been ſeldom exerciſed towards the greateſt Of- 


fenders. 
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Your Majeſty is the only proper Judge how highly 


diſreſpect ful this Action is to Your Royal Perſon and 
Authority. | . 

But it concerns us to ſay, That ſuch a Proceed- 
ing tends directly to the depriving the Petitioners 
of that Juſtice which they are endeavouring to obtain 
by means of the Writs of Error. 

While Your Majeſty was deliberating how to Pu 
an End to a Matter, which they only had made dif- 
ficult by an unreaſonable Addreſs, the Houſe of Com 
mons rightly apprehended, That Juſtice would pre-

rence (which conſiſted of injurious Invectives againſt

Forty one Officers, Sixteen Sergeants, and Seven 
Hundred Soldiers of the Emperors Troops, com- 
manded by the Baron de Freiſing, Lieutenant Colonel 
of the Regiment of Nigreſi; and fifteen Officers, ſix- 
teen Sergeants, and 446 Soldiers of the Duke of Sawoy's 
Forces, commanded by the Count 4 Entreve, ma- 
king in all above 1250 Men, including the chief Olli. 
cers, the Officers of the State Major, and 300 ſick or 
wounded. The French ſay, that tho in the laſt Days 
of the Siege they had acted againſt the Laws of War, 
the Duke of Vendoſme would not ſuffer the Officers to 
rifled, nor the Soldiers to be ſtripp'd.

We had no certain Account from Vienna of the

to reſtore all the Eſtates belonging to Proteſtants, of 
which they were poſleſs'd in Hungary; and ſhould alſo 
be forc'd to quit all the Houſes they had gotten into 
their Hands in that Kingdom, ſince the Year 1655 

when the deceaſed Emperorwas declar'd King of Hun- 
gary, 2. That all Hungarians who were turn'd out of 
their Employments during the laſt Reign, ſhould be 
reſtor'd to them. 3. That a General Dyer ſhould be 
call'd in which all private Perſons ſhould be allow'd 


to give in their Grievances in Writing; and that the

The Prince of Salm, 
formerly Governour to his Majeſty, was made Chief 
Miniſter ; Count Waleſtein Great Marſhal of the 
Court, and the Baron of Zeilern, and Count Jinzen- 
dorf Chancellors of Auſtria, His Majeſty being alſo 


ſenſible that Delays in Publick Affairs had been one 


of the chief Cauſes of the Misfortunes, that had hap- 
pen'd in the Reign of his Predeceſſor, reſolv'd to

But notwithftand all that Auguſtus could fay in his 
own Vindication, the petty Diets met in ſeveral Pala- 
tinates, and the 11th Inſtant being appointed for the 
meeting of the General Dyet, according to the Circu- 
lar Letters of the Primate, foo Swediſh Horſe ap- 
peared early in the Morning before Parſaw, where- 
of 1000 marched to Gura to obſerve the Motions of 
the Sieur Smizzelki, and protect the Diet; part of the 
other oo were poſted along the Viſtula, to keep the 
Paſſes of that River againſt the Saxons, who were 
poſted on the other ſide, and the reſt were quarter'd 
in the Suburbs. Their Commander ſummon'd the 
Magiſtrates, and order'd them to get ready Proviſions 
for 10000 Men; but they proteſted that they could 
not do it, and ſent an Expreſs to the pretended New 
King, to repreſent their unability to comply with 
the Demands of the Swedes. The Mareſchal of rhe 
Confederacy arriv'd about 4. in the Afternoon under 
a Swediſh Guard, attended by 'Three Deputies of the 
Palatinate of Lencitz, and alighted at the Cloyſter of 
the Bernardines, where they had a long Conterence, 
and afterwards went into the Caſtle, and in the Hall, 
where the Diet was aſſembl'd Jaſt Year, faid, That 
he appear'd that Day, according to the Circular Let- 
ters of the Primate; that he expected ſeveral other 
Deputies, whoſe arrival had been retarded by their 
Enemies, but that if they did not come, they would 
howeyer reſume the Treaty with the Commiſſiries of 
the King of Sweden, to reſtore Peace to their Deſolate 
Country; concluding, That this was to be the hrſt 
Point of their Deliberation, and rhen adjourn'd the 
Diet to the 18th. Tn the mean time. On the 12th 
the Saxons appear d in the Evening on the other fide 
the Viſtula, over againſt Warſaw, and brought ſome

the Caſtle, Some more Deputies arriv'd by the 18th 


when the Aſſembly conſiſted of Fourteen Deputies, 
beſides the Mareſchal. That Gentleman made a long 


Speech wherein he returned Thanks to the Deputies 


for their appearing in the Aſſembly, and jencoyraged 
them to concur heartily in every thing that ſhould be 
propos'd for the good of their Native Country. He 
ask'd them afterwards, whether they accepted the 


_ Confederacy of Warſaw, and confirm'd him in the 


Dignity of their Mareſchal, which he had enjoy'd for 
near T wo Years, The Deputies approved the ſame, 
Nemine Cantradicente, and defir'd him, 1. To write to 
the primate to invite him in the Name of the Repub- 


lick, to repair to the Diet. 2. To write to the King 


of Sweden to deſire him to ſend his Commiſſaries thi- 
ther, in Order to bring the Treaty begun laſt Year 


to a happy Concluſion. 3. To deſire the New Ele- 


cted King to uſe his Intereſt with the King of Sweden, 


that the Deputies of great Poland might come thither, 


which they could not do unleſs protected by the Swe- 


diſh Forces. The Marſhal having promis'd to do what- 


ever was yrs pride of him, adjourn'd the Aſſembly to 
the 20th. And the Mareſchal at laſt on the 31ſt for fear 


of the Saxons, retired to to the Swediſh Camp; ſo that 


this Congreſs came at leaſt to nothing for the preſent.

Four of thoſe Forts, and took Priſoners Three Cap- 
rains, Taree Lieutenants, Three Enſigns, and near 
300 private Men, with' no other Loſs on their fide 
than that of a Colonel, a Lieutenant, and Five pri- 
vate Soldiers wounded, and Two private men kill'd, 
Then they march d towards Bruges; but being ad- 


vanc'd within a League of that Place, receiv'd Advice, 


That the Enemy were coming towards them with a 
much greater Body of Horſe and Foot than what they 
had with them, which they had drawn out of ſeve-

* ward endeavour to make our ſelves Maſters of Lou- 
© vain, or gain ſome greater Advantages for the Arms 
© of the States and the High Allies, by Fighting the 
Enemy, if a fair Occaſion offer'd. Having paſs d 
© the Lane, where we wondered to find no Enemy to 
© diſpute fo difficult a Paſſage, we met with more Ob- 
© ſtacles at the Iſ ehe: For, beſides the Report of three 


Generals, who had view'd it, and ſaid there was no 


Ground for the Horſe either to paſs, or be drawn up 
© in, we found the Paſſes there fo difficult, and the 
© Enemy's whole Army fo well Poſted to defend them, 
© that we thought it was not to be attempted, without 


* firſt having heard the Sentiments of Monficur Auver- 


* ,zerque, and the other Generals and Lieutenant- Ge-

We own, that my Lord the Duke of Marlborough 
was of Opinion, as well as Monſieur Auverquerque, 
that the Attack was practicable, and might be at- 
' tended with Succeſs ; but we could not reſolve to 
* conſent to a thing of ſo great Importance, contrary 
to the Opinion Fg all the Generals of that Army, to 
* which your High Mightineſſes have done us the 
Honour to depute us. 

And we hoping, that we have fully fatisfy'd the 
Intention of your High Mightineſſes, contain'd in 
your Reſolution of the ↄth Inftant, to permit the 
* Dnke of Marlborough, without the holding a Coun- 
cil of War, to make two or three Marches for the 
Execution of ſome Deſign formed by his Grace; we 
therefore, for the future, ſhall regulate our Conduct

Conſidering the Occaſion of theſe Letters, the Im- 
portance of the Subject of them, and the Quality of 
the Perſons by whom they were written; We think

was there drawn up in Battalia in Order to attack the 
Enemy. 

Between 12 and 1 the Onſet was made. The Attack 
was vigorous; the Enemy were puſh'd from their 
Ground; and after the Imperiali/ts had gain'd a Bridge 
ont heir Right upon the Canal eall'd Ritorra, they drove 
part of them into the Water.

29 Beſides the Duke of Vendoſme arriv'd a little before 
the Fight, with moſt of the Troops that he had with 
him on the other ſide of the Adda.

Among the Wounded, was Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, their Commander in Cheif, who re- 
ceivd a Wound by a Musket- ſhot behind his right 
Ear, but nor dangerous, the Count of Raventlau 
Lieutenant-General ; Prince Foſeph of Lorrain, Prince 
Alexander of Wirtemberg, and Monſieur Har/ch, Ma- 
jors-General.

A Compleat HISTORY of Euroy E, 
This being all the material Accounts we have had 


on the part of the Pnperialiſis concerning the Battle 
of Caſſano* and the 5 1 Operations of this Month,

its fit now we ſhould ſee how matters have been re. 


preſented by the Enemy, which take in full length 


to this purpoſe. | 

Prince Eugene of Savoy, (in whoſe Valonr and Con- 
duct the Enemy have plac'd their laſt Reſource) en- 
deavouring to-re-eſtablſh their Affairs in Italy. after 
ſeveral fruitleſs Attempts to ſurprize the Duke of Ven- 
doſme, judg'd it would be very difficult for him to 
hazard a General Battle againſt ſuch a General, and 
againſt Troops whoſe Bravery has been ſufficiently 
made appear, during the whole Courſe of this Cam- 
paign. Therefore he determin'd that he could take 
no better Meaſures, than to attempt the paſſage of the 
Adda, to endeavour to penctrate into Piedmont, in or- 
der to ſuccour the Duke of Savoy, With this Deſign 
he caus'd the Imperial Army to decamp from Roma- 
neugo the 10th of Auguſt at 2a clock in the Morning, 
without Bear of Drum: The Duke of Vendeſine ſoon 
receiv'd Advice of it, but he did not think fit to come 
to any politive Reſolution, till he was well aſſured 
what Rout they would take: They Marched in 
Three Columns, One of which taking the Road of 
Offanengo, pals d the Serio over the Bridge of Crema; 
the other going up the ſame River and leaving it for a 
while on the left hand, paſs'd it Two Miles above 
Crema; and the third having for ſome time kept the 
Road of Fontanella, turn'd back to Caravaggio. | 

This March caus'd the Duke of Vendoſme to doubt

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uh. and drew up on the Eminencies of Paradiſo: "Thoſe 
LY WV Eminencies form a Semi circle, the Two ends of 
= which Command the Adda; infomuch that the Duke 
Wo | of Vendoſme in taking Poſſeſſion of them, had the 
| ſame Advantage over the Enemy, to hinder them 
from Marching up after landing, that they had tq 
make their Bridges, by means of the Eminencies, 
which Prince Eugene had poſſeſs'd on the ſide of the 

River. This Advantage appear'd fo confiderable to 
Prince Eugene, as to induce him to cauſe a Bridge to 
be laid over the Adda, which he executed without 
any other Oppoſition than rhat of the continual Fire 
of our Cannon, which kill'd a great Number of his 
Men. On the 15th he ſpent the whole Day in ſet— 
cling the Bridge, and in raiſing Batteries to defend it. 

In the mean while the Duke of Vendoſme ſent Or- 
ders to the Grand Prior to Poſt himſelf at Rivo/ta with 
the Body he Commanded, in Order to draw near the 
Bridge of Caſſano, and to fortifie himſelf after ſuch a 
Manner as to be able to ſend him Fifteen Battallions. 
The Marqueſs de St. Fremont, who carry'd this Order 
brought thence the Brigades of Auvergne, Anjoy, and 
la Fere, each conliſting of Five Battallions, and he 
came back to join the Duke of Vendo/me at Paradifo 
on the 15th at Sun. riſing. Prince Eugene appear d 
entirely taken up all that Day in fortifying the Head 
of his Bridge, cauſing a Work to be raiſed for that 
purpoſe, and his Batteries to be finiſhed: He alſo 
caus'd 4 or 00 Men to paſs on the hither {ide of the 
Adda, to cover the Workmen; and the Day was 
ſpent by both Armies in Cannonading each other, 
: without any other Motion. On the 16th the Chevalier 
de Luxemòboumg and Count Colmenero, Lieutenant- Ge- 

neral for that Day, who lay at the Head of the 

Guards, diſcover'd that the Enemy was retired, and 

gave notice of it to the Duke of YVendoſme : Where: 

upon immediately, withour loſing Time, they caus'd 
the Head of the Bridge to be attack'd, and the Work 

that the Enemy had raiſed: Twas ſoon taken, be- 
cauſe few Men remained in it, who were made Pri- 
ſoners; at the ſame Time Six Boats were ſeiz'd, that 
ſerved for Building the Bridge, and which the Ene-

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The Duke of YVendoſme judg d, that Prince Eugene 
perceiving himſelf not to be in a Condition to at- 
rempt the Paſſage of the Adda, by reaſon of the dif- 
ficulties he met with, had chang d his Deſign, and 
that poſſibly being inform'd of the Re- inforcement of 
Fifteen Battallions brought from Caſſano by the Sieur 
de St. Femout, he might attack with greater advan- 
tage, the Army that remain'd at volta, under the 
Command of the Grand Prior of Fance, which was 
conſiderably leflen'd by that Detachment. There- 
fore the Duke of Vendoſme ſpeedily March'd before to 
Caſſano, with the Marqueſs de St. Fremont, the Count 
de Chemeraut, and the Chevalier de Luxembourg, giving 
Order that all the Troops ſhould follow him: He 
left on the Upper Adda Two Battallions of Burgundy, 
that of the Iſle of France, that of Vauge, and the Re- 
giment of Dragoons of Bele-I{le, under the Conduct 
of the Marqueſs de Braglio. Being come to Caſſano, 
he cauſed the Army to be extended to Rzvolta in Two 
Columns : The Infantry made up the Left Column, 
and marched, leaving che Communa on the left Hand; 
the Right Column conſiſting of the Horſe, follow'd 
the Courſe of the River Adda, which it had on the 
right Hand; the Rear-Guard of the firſt Column was 
compoſed of the Infantry that follow'd the Duke of 
Vendoſme ; the Brigade of Figueroz and the Four Re- 
giments of Dragoons made up the Rear. guard of the 
Second Column. Theſe Orders were fo well given 
and executed, that all the Troops were joyn'd, when 
the Enemy attack'd the Rear-guard, One of their 
Columns filed off by the Road that leads from Trevig- 
{io to Caſſano, and palſs'd the Communa over a great 
Stone Bridge, another paſs'd the Naviglio, part- 
ly by fording, and partly over an Aqueduct above 
the Bridge. They came on with extreme fury to at- 
tack our Left, in which were the Brigades of La Fere 
and Auvergne, with the Regiments of Dragoons of 
Spain and Lautrec. 5 3 Th 

The D. of Vendoſine arriving before nine a Clock, 
had diſpos'd every thing for the Defence of the Na- 
viglio, which was before him ; but the Enemy having 
paſs'd it, as has been already ſaid, the Fire began at 
the ſame Time, at the Diſtance of à Pike's Length, 
and was very violent on both ſides. Half a _— 
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uf. of an Hour after, the Enemy attack'd the Center and 


the Right, with the ſame Vigour ; the Fire continued 
near Four Hours at the like Diſtance, and with the 
fame Fury. They made their greateſt Efforts in our 
Center againſt the Brigades of Grancey, Bourk, and de 
la Marine; and having broke thro? a Battallion of the 
Brigade de la Marine, they march'd to the Artillery 
that was behind: But the Regiments of Dragoons of 
du Heron and Verac, and the Regiment of Dillon and 
the Brigade de la Marine, made up to them with ſo 
great Bravery, that they overthrew them; the Bri- 
gades rejoyn'd, and almoſt all thoſe that had broke 
through were kill'd. Thoſe that on another fide had 
broke thro? the Brigades of Grancey and Perche, were at- 
tack'd fo vigorouſly by the M. of Grancey, and the Sieur 
de Bourk, who rejoyn'd by their Right and Left, and 
who cauſed them to be furiouſly charg'd Boyonnette 
at Musket end, that all that had paſſed were either 
Cut in pieces, or driven into the Naviglio, where ma- 
ny were drowned. The Sieur Carol, Lieutenant- Co- 
lonel of Berwick ſignaliz d his Valour very much in 
that Action. 5 | ; | 

In the mean while, the Enemy's Troops, which 
frſt attack'd the Rear-Guard, came to fall upon the 
Brigade of Auvergne, that had paſs'd over the Bridge 
of Ritornella, a Brook which iſſues out of the Commu- | 
na, and runs into the Adda : The Fight was very ob- 
ſtinate in that Place; but the Marqueſs de Verac with 
his Regiment and that of Da Heron, ſuſtain d the Ene- 
my's Effort, and repulſed them ſo vigorouſly, that 
they were forced to retire and give over the Attack, 
in which the Count de Linange was kill'd and left in 
the Field : The firſt Effort they made on the end of 
the Left cauſed a great Diſorder there, and having pe- 
netrated as far as the Work which covered the Head 
of the Bridge of Caſſano, they made themſelves Ma- 
ſters of a Caſſine in which the Duke of Vendeſine had 
poſted a Battallion: But Count Albergotti having 
brought up the Brigade of Vendoſme obliged them to 
abandon the Fort at the Bridge of Caſſano: Alter- 
wards the Regiment of Vendoſme attack'd the Caſſine 
the Enemy had taken Poſſeſſion of, and drove them 
entirely out of it after having kill'd above 300 of 
their Men. They {till continued their Attack againſt 
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the Brigade de la Marine ; but when the Marqueſs Auguſt. 


St. Fremont had cauſed Three Battallions taken from 
the Right to advance, they were repulſed, and the 
Chevalier de Luxembourg, who had the Conduct of this 
Action, accompliſh'd it with a great deal of Valour. 
The Regiment of Ponthieu, and the Sieur de Ceberet 
their Colonel at the Head of them, likewiſe diſtin- 
ouſh'd themſelves eminently. x 
Thea the Enemy had no longer any other thoughts 
than how to retire, and the Action which began at 
Two a Clock in the Afternoon, ended at Six a Clock 
in the Evening, They left the Field of Battle, and 
a great Number of their Men wounded : The reſt be- 
ing carried oft by their Horſe who were not engag'd, 
becauſe the Action was almoſt entirely pertorm'd by 
the Foot, there were taken 1800 Priſoners, and as for 
the Dead, (without reckoning thoſe that were drown- 
ed in the Canals, the Number of which muſt needs be 
very great) there were counted above 7000 whoſe 
Bodies were thrown into the Adda and into the Na- 
viglio after the Fight; fo that there are good Grounds 
to believe, the Enen:y had above 13000 Men kill'd, 
taken, or wounded. The Regiments of du Heron, 
Verac and Lautrec ſhew'd ſignal Proofs of their Cou- 
rage, as well as the Regiment de la Marine, near 
which they were, and which always kept its Poft 
after ſuch a Manner, that the Enemy's greateſt Loſs 
was on that {ide. The Marqueſs du Heron with his 
Regiment, retook a Piece of Cannon from the midſt 
of the Enemies. The Marqueſs de Verac and the 
Count de Lautrec, {ignaliz'd themſelves very much at 
the Head of their reſpective Bodies. The General 
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and Subaltern Officers likewiſe ſhewed all the Valour 


imaginable. The Count de Medavy, who was on the 
Right, hinder'd the Enemy's Horſe from paſſing the 
Naviglio. The Sieur Dillon, my Lord Galmoy, and 
the Officers of the ri Regiments ſuſtain'd the Ene- 
mys' greateſt Shocks with extreme Bravery. Count 
Albergotti, who was engag'd with the Enemy's Foot, 
always maintained his Poſt : Count Golmenero, the 
Count de Chemeraut, the Chevalier de Luxembourg, the 
Sieur de Vaudray, the Sieur de Saint-Pater, the Count 
de Praſlin, the Marqueſs de Murſay and ſeveral others, 
ſhew'd great Conduct and Yalour during the whole 
Engagement. „ An 
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Auguſt, An Action that was ſo- vigorous on both ſides 

LY WV could not be carried on without ſome Lofs ; the Of. 

ficers as well as the Soldiers having fought Four Hours 
with extraordinary Fury: So that *tis computed, that 
in the King's Army 2500 Men were kill'd or wound- 
ed. The Conduct of the Duke of Vendo/me cannot 
be ſufficiently commended, who having found means 
by his Prudence to anticipate, the Enemy's Deſigns, 
has contributed no leſs by his Orders and Example to 
render their greateſt Efforts ineffectual, having ex- 
poſed himſelf every where in the moſt dangerous 
Poſts : He had his Horſe kilPd under him, the Cap- 

tain of his Guards wounded, one of his Guards and 
a Valet de Cambre, with ſome other Attendants kill'd 
or wounded. Beſides the Count de Liningen kill'd, 
and Prince Eugene wounded, Prince Feſeph of Lorain 
and General Bibra died of their wounds: General 
Raven/law was wounded, and ſeveral other General 
and Subaltern Officers were killed and wounded. 

To make a right Judgement of this Battle is a hard 
Task, you ſee the 1mperzaliſts ſay they had no more 
than 2027 Slain, and the French own they Loſt 2 500: 
However it were, there was ſomewhat in it that the 
Grand Prior ſhould be recalled into France, as a Mark 
that he had committed ſome Fault upon this Occaſion: 
and that the Advantage in the Main lay on Prince 
Eugene's fide, I think, is manifeſt enough, and *tis more 
than probable he faved Turin by it; ſo that we are 
not to judge of it by the Te Deums that were ſung on 
either ſide. However, that we may not pretend to 
impoſe our Opinion upon any, be pleaſed to take the

Let us tarry here no longer but haſten to obſerve 
what the King of Spain with the Confederate Fleet 
and the Land Forces on board were doing all this 
while, they arrived at Gibraltar the 2d of this Month, 
where the King went aſhore, and view'd the Forti- 
hcations-of that Place. The Garriſon was exchang'd; 
and TWO New Regiments being left therein, the 
Fleet proceeded Eaſtward, putting the Spaniſh Coaſt, 
ſay the French, into a great Conſternation. The Fleet 
proceeded to Altea, and anchor'd in that Bay the 1oth 
of Auguſt. They met there with a kind Reception, and 
the People came in great Numbers to ſee King Charles, 
The Fleet being Water'd, they ſail'd the 15th and 
came to Denia, in the Kingdom of Valentia, and there 
had likewiſe ſome Refreſhmens; after which, they 
ſail d for Barcelona, and came the 22d to an Anchor 
before that Place. The 23d they Landed their Forces 
with their Artillery, and made certain Signals, upon 
which, the Malecontents of Vich, and the Neighbour— 
ing Places came to them, while the Fleet tarried at 
Altea, the following Letter fron; on board the Brie-

* Whilſt the Fleet was in this Bay T'wo Portugueſe 
© Officers and Two Soldiers, who had been taken Pri 


ſoners by the French and Spanzards in Portalegre and 


* Salvaterra, came to us, deſiring the Protection of 


the Conde de Aſſumar, Ambaſſador Extraordinary

from the King of Portugal to his Catholick Majeſty, 


* who accompanies him in this Expedition: His Ex- 
© cellency received them very kindly, ſupplied their 
Wants, and procured them a Paſſage on board a 
© Ship bound for Gibraltar, in order to their Return to 
Portugal. "Theſe Priſoners complained of the inhu- 
man Treatment they met with from the Caſtilians 
* and the French, who made them march through the 
Country to Bayonne in France, where not being able 
to bear any longer the Hardſhips put upon them, 
© they choſe rather to hazard fuch farther ill uſage, as 
© they might have expected, had they been taken ma- 
*king their Eſcape, and fled into the Kingdom of 
* Aragon, and from thence paſſed into that of Valen- 

1 tia; 
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September. tia; in both which they were treated with great 
© Demonſtrations of Love and Eſteem, quite contra- 


* ry to the Manner in which they had been uſed by 
- © the Subjects of the Crown of Caſtile. 

In the Bay of Altea the 13 and 14th of Augufl the 
Wind blew very hard at E. and N. E. which detain- 
ed the Fleet ſome time; and from Altea to Barcelona 
ye met with ſo many Calms that we could not reach 
© that Bay till the 22d of Auguſt ; on which Day we 
entered into it at 9 a Clock in the Morning. This 
«* City is one of the molt ancient in Spain, having 
been a Colony of the Carthaginzans, built by them 
to ſtop the impetuous Torrent of the Romans, who 
came from 1:aly, and after they had ſubjected Gal lia 
Nar bonenſis, were endeavouring to make themſelves 
* Maſters of Spain. It is ſituated in a Plain near the 
Sea, having a Mole, within which only Gallies and 
© ſmall Ships can enter. The Entrance into it has a 
Platform, with ſome Guns mounted for its Defence, 
© and a Light- Houſe, being a Tower built in the 


form of a Piramid, with a Lanthorn at the Top. 


© It is fortihed round with Ten Bulwarks and ſome 


old Towers: Its Ditch in ſome Parts is not very 


deep; and the Covered Way is not quite finiſhed: 
© The Caftle and Cittadel, which 1s called Monti cui, 
© js built upon a Hill on the Weſt- ſide; it commands 
*the Ciry, and is not commanded by any Ground 
thereabouts. The Country along that Coalt is level, 
very Fruitfull, and well Cultivated, being watered 
*by rains; for at about a League's diſtance from the 
© Sea the Land begins to riſe, and ſhapes its ſelf into 
© ſeveral Hills and Mountains, one above another, 
jn the form of a Theatre, all full of Villages and 
*Towns, Vineyards and Country Seats, which makes 
© a very agreeable Proſpect all along the Sea-Coalſt for 
© a great Way together. As foon as the Fleet had an- 
* chored, they began to fire from the Mole, and a 
Battery that is near the Sea, upon ſome of the Tran- 
* ſport-Ships which ſtood in for the Shoar; but the 
* Enemy's firing was to no manner of Purpoſe, and 
did not do us any Damage; and the Tranſport- 
© Ships all anchored in ſuch a manner as they found 


* moſt commadious for the landing of the Forces on 


board them. The Wind being Eaſterly, began to

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* encreaſe, and made ſo great a Sea, that notwith- September: 


* ſtanding all the Diligence that could be uſed, it was Ly WW 


im pollible for them to get on Shoar that Day. 

* Upon the Arrival of the Fleet, Don Franciſco de 
© Velaſco, Viceroy of Catalonia, gave Orders that they 
* ſhould burn all the Straw and Forage in the Coun- 
* try and Villages for 2 League round Barcelona : But 
* notwithſtanding all his Precaution, there remained 
* enough for all the Horſe the Fleet had on board, to 
* laſt them as long as will be neceſſary. Before the 


Fleet arrived at the Port of Barcelona, the Prince of 


. Darmſtadt went with Two Frigates, to enquire into 
the Poſture of Affairs in thoſe Parts, and of what 
Strength the City might be. His Highneſs put into 
Mataro, Four Leagues diſtant from Barcelona; where 
© having inform'd himſelf of what he judged neceſſa- 
«ry, and adviſed the People at Vich, who hed decla- 
«red for us, to come down, he came away in order to 
« rejoin the Fleet; and in his Paſſage gave Chace to 
Three Galleys of Naples, which the Day before had 
carried to Barcelona the Duke of Popoli, a Neopoli- 
tan, who with 40 young Gentlemen of the ſame 
Nation, intended to go to Madrid, to ſerve in one 
of the Troops of the Life- Guards, of which he is 
Captain; and one M. de Abaray, a French Man, 
; who was going to Command part of the French 
Troops in Caftzle ; but the Viceroy Don Franciſco de 
. Velaſco detained them all a Barcelona, to aſſiſt him up- 
on this Occaſion. 

The Day following, which was on the 23d the 
Wind began to abate; and the Prince of Darmſ#ad 
returned to the Fleet. The Galleys being favoured 
f by a Calm, got away, tho' the Frigates had come

up very near them. As ſooon as the Prince was ar- 


"rived, the Forces began to land, tho' not without 
* Difficulty, the Sea running very high, infomuch 
that the Soldiers in ſome Places were up to the mid- 


dle in Water; notwithſtanding all which they met 
with no Oppoſition from the Enemy, who had all 


the Conveniences imaginable on their ſide, for they 
might have come under Cover very near to the 
Landing- Place, fo that the Fire from on Board the

Ships could not have diſturbed them: But no Body 


, appearing to diſturb our Landing, the Inhabitants 
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September. of the Neighbouring Villages began to come in with 
WY WV © great Demonſtrations of Joy for the Arrival of the 


Fleet, and of the Catholick King, and brought 
© Boards for the Soldiers to get out upon, that they 
might not be wet and many of them run into the 
Water to carry the Oſticers aſhore upon their Backs. 

The Troops landed about three Quarters of a 
League from the City, near a River call'd Ba, 
© which lies on the Eaſt ſide, between the Town and 
© a Place call'd Badalona : The Tranſport-Ships went 
in cloſe to the Shore, and had fo order'd their Boats, 
© that they might every Turn carry near 3000 Men. 
The firſt that landed were 200 Grenadiers, who 
were immediately drawn up near the River; at the 
© fame Time they were landing more Men, and in a 
* little more than Five Hours there were Fifteen Bat- 
* rallions of Foot on ſhoar. His Catholick Majeſty 
© went on board a Yatch, that he might Land with 
© more Conveniency, and invited the Conde Ambaſ. 
* fador to go with him. His Majeſty believed that the 
Enemy would have oppoſed his Landing, or attack- 
ed our Men that were got on ſhoar; and our Gene- 


*rals, who had the ſame ExpeCtations, very much 


* wonder'd that the Viceroy, and the other Officers 
* who were with him, did not offer at it; which is 
attributed to want of Confidence in his Troops, and 
to a jealouſie that ſhould he have ſuffered them to 
march out of the City, the People, who have a moſt 
ſtrong Inclination for their King Charles III. might 
* riſe and declare for his Majeſty. | 

*'The ſame Day there was a Duel fought between 
Two Engliſh Coloneis and the Marines, one named 
© Borr, the other Radney, who were both much woun- 
*ded; and the laſt died the Day following. | 

*The 14th the Dragoons and part of the Horſe 
© were landed; and they Joyn'd the reſt of the Forces 
* which were Encamped about a quarter of a League, 
from the Town, in a place well fortifi'd by Nature, 
this Camp extending it ſelf on the Left near to the 
Sea, and being covered on the Right by the River 
« Secchia ; and on the Rear tis defended by the River 
* Baſſoz, and by divers Hills and Defiles. The Cir- 
* cumference of the City being ſo large that the Forces

3 III. and that the Governour, who at firſt ſeemed wil- 
„ ling to defend it, having an Hour's time given him 
/ WM * to reſolve upon what he had to do, and a Bomb- 
8 Ketch being at the ſame Time ſent in near the Shoar, 
, he offered to deliver up the City and Caſtle, provi- 
C ded they would ſecure to him his Rights and Privile- 
ges: Upon which Don John Ramos, a Major-Guneral, 
*was immediately made Governor, who in a ſblemn 
Manner took Poſſeiſion of the Place in the Name of 
his Catholick Majeſty.

* As ſoon as his Majeſty got on Shoar, an infinite 
Number of People, who came from Vich and divers 
other Towns and Villages. with great Acclamations 
* and repeated Cries of Long live the King, ran to the 
Water: ſide, caſt themſelves at his Catholick Majeſty's 
Feet, and killed his Hand with a Thouſand Demon. 
* trations of Joy, inſomuch that it was a difficult 
Matter for his Majeſty to get from among fo great 
and joyful a Multitude : But at laſt, mounting on 
* Horſe- back, he rid to the Camp, where the Forces 
were all drawn up in a Line to receive him; and 
© when his Majeſty was got to his Quarters, they ſalu- 


© ted him with a treble Diſcharge of their ſmall Arms. 


Some Days after his Catholick Majeſty landed, 
© there came new Orders from England, to the Gene- 
*ral, the E. of Peterboroygh, which obliged his Lordſhip 
© and the reſt of the Generals to enter upon ſome Con- 
© fiderations, and not to proceed with the ſame Vi- 
© gour in the Attack of Barcelona: But the Prince of 
© Darmſtad with a noble Reſolution perſiſting to inveſt 


© rhe Place, and to contrive ſuch Methods of carrying 


on the Siege as might be liable to theleaſt Hazard and 
* Difficulty, propoſed to the Earl of Peterborough, as 
a thing moſt expedient, to take the Citadel and Ca- 
5 ſtle of Mont j ovy by Surprize , which would be a 
Means to reduce the City of Barcelona with the great. 
er Eaſe, by reaſon of the advantageous Scituation of 
© this Fort which commands the Place, and deſired 


that his Lordſhip would give him 1000 Men, offer- 


ing himſelf ro Conduct and Command them; and 
she gave his Lordſhip the Reaſons he had to hope 
© for Succeſs, acquainting him with the Manner it: 
© which he intended to proceed in this Attack. All 
* which appeared ſo plain to my Lord Peterborough, 
© that his Lordſhip nor onlyconcurred with the Prince, 
but would alſo accompany him as a Voluntier ; and 
© they agreed, that the Day following, being the 14th 
© of September early in the Morning, they ſhould put 
© this Deſign in execution; in order to which we got 
jn a readineſs Scaling Ladders, and all other Inſtru- 
© ments and things neceſſary for ſuch an Atrempt ; 
and a Six a Clack in the Evening at Detachment of

lowed at Midnight to ſupport them, if there ſhould 
pe occaſion; to theſe laſt were joined the Dragoons, 
* who poſted themſelves in a Place called the Cover- 
ed Croſs, to hinder any Horſe that ſhould attempt 
to come out of the Town to cut them off; but the 
*Ways being bad and rhe Night very dark, our Men 
were near Twelve Hours in their March: So that 
* it was break of Day by that time they came to the 


Foot of the Mountain; and meeting there with ſome 


* Miquelets, who belonged to the Enemy, they gave 
* the Alarm to thoſe in the Caſtle and in the Town; 
* ſo that when the Prince arriv'd he found the Garri- 
* fon in Arms, with Guards in their Outworks, and 
they receiv'd us with a general Diſcharge of their 
Artillery and ſmall Arms; but our Grenadiers, and 
* others, with Sword in Hand, enter'd the Covered 
* Way, and the Ditch, and got upon a Curtain which 
was not quite finiſhed: and notwithſtanding the 
* continual Fire of the Enemy from all parts, they 
gained the Bulwark of a new Fortification, beat the 
Enemy out of it, and obliged them to retire into the 
Caſtle. 

At this time the Prince of Damſtad, who was pre- 
© ſent every where, being deſirous to puſh forward 
and poſſeſs himſelf of a Poſt that could hinder 


the Enemies Communication with the Town, and 


© being in their Hands gave them the Advantage of 
* receiving Succours from them, he advanced with 
great Eagerneſs through all the Fire from Two Bul- 


* warks and a Curtain, withour any ſhelter, and was 
-* thor with a Musket Ball, which patling through his 


Thigh tore an Artery, by which the Prince loſing 
a great quantity of Blood, after he had marched a- 
* bove 50 Paces, animating our Men as though he 


knew nothing of his being wounded, at laſt fell 


down, the ſtrength of his Body, and the vital Spirits 
* of that great Heart being no longer able to ſupport 
* him, to whoſe undaunted Courage no Danger nor 
* Wound could otherwiſe ever have put any ſtop, 
© The Prince thus falling, they carried him off to a 
little Houſe that was near, and as ſoon as he was 
brought thither, before they could look upon the 
2 Wound, 
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1000 Men, moſt of them Grenadiers, was ordered September. 
to march by the way of Serrir; and a 1000 more fol 
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September. Wound, he expired, to the great Grief of every one 


for the Loſs of a Perſon that was of fo great a Con- 
* fiderarion in the preſent dangerous Occaſion. 


* This diſmal Accident ftruck a Pamp upon the 


Soldiers Spirits, who had great Confidence im the 
Prince and they began to be diſheartned much more 
*when they ſaw that the Marqueſs of Risbourg was 
morched out of Barcelona 3 the Line of 
Comunication, and had brought into the Citadel a- 
bove zoo Grenadiers. But the Earl of Peterborough, 
*who was in another Place, having Advice of the 
Prince's Death, immediately went to that Poſt, and 
© according to his known Valour compoſed the Minds 
© of the Soldiers, who were in ſome ſort of Confuſion, 


and made them return and repoſſeſs themſelves of 


their Poſts, which they were beginning to abandon; 
© his Lordſhip behaving himſelf with that greatneſs of 
soul, and that Prudence, which ſhew'd him capable 
in every reſpect of ſupplying the Place of fo valiant 
* a Prince; and his Preſence reſtored our Matters, 
* which werein a hazardous Condition. A Company 
* of Caſtilians with their Captain, and another of En- 


* zliſh and Dutch, commanded by an Engliſh Colonel, 
poſſeſſing themſelves of the Ditch of the Caſtle, in - 


order to take the Gate, being encouraged thereto by 
! ſome of the Enemy's having thrown up their Hats 
in Honour of King Charles the Third, and declared 
for him: The Marqueſs of R:sbourg with the Grena- 
* diers came up in the mean Time, and having cut off 
their Retreat, obliged them to lay down their Arms, 
and afterwards ſent them Priſoners into the Town, 
and with him thoſe who had declared for the Catno- 
lick King, changing part of the Garriſon of the Ca- 
* tle; and having thus compoſed all Matters, he re- 
* tired; fearing to be intercepted in his Retreat as our 
. © Miquelers had deſigned he ſhould. who a little while 
© after, gained a Fort called St. Bertram, in which 
© were Five Pieces of Cannon, and the Communicati- 


on between the Town and Citadel was thereby en-

* Having taken theſe Five Pieces, beſides Four more 
© which our People had gained in the other Poſts they 
had taken, we began to cover our ſelves, and make

© Bore, and the Walls were thick; but having ſecured & WV

but the Governour, a Neapolitan Gentleman, named 
Pon Charlete Caracboli, held out reſolutely, Howe- 
© yer, the 17th of September, a Bomb falling in a Place 
© where lay ſome Powder, blew up part of the Wall 


 ©*.2nd of the Gate, and the Governour was buried un- 


«der the Ruins, together with ſeveral Officers and Sol- 
* diers. At this time there was a Colonel upon the 
Guard, whoſe Name I am very ſorry I know nor, 
that I might give him the Praiſe he deſerves, who, 
improving this Occation, immediately run Sword 
in Hand to the Place that had blown up, and find- 
ing the Enemy in Confuſion at this Accident, took 
the Caſtle, making the Garriſon Priſoners of War; 
among whom are the Officers whoſe Names are men- 
* tioned in a Lift at the end of this Relation. 

FThis Poſt of Monfovy is of the greateſt Importance, 
for it commands the City, being upon an Eminence, 
and beſide on that ſide the Fortifications of the Lon 
are weakeſt ; fo that it will very much facilitate 


our gaining the Place. Immediately the Trenches 


* were ordered to be opened, which was begun the itgh 


of Sept. Some Nights before, we began ro Bombard

Some Deputies ſpoke very warmly upon this Sub- 
ject, and inveigh'd againſt the Court of Rome for ta- 
ing upon them to intermeddle in the Publick Affairs 
of the Kingdom; from that Day to the 19th there 
was no Meeting at the Caſtle, but ſeveral private 


Conferences in the Cloiſter of the Bernardines. 


In the mean Time the Commiſſioners appointed 
by the Congreſs, conferr'd with thoſe of the King of 
Sweden, in the Convent of the Bare-Foot Carmelites, 
in order to draw up the Treaty. The Commiſſio- 
ners of Sweden moved to confirm-the Election of King 
Staniſlaus, and to proceed to his Coronation; they 
likewiſe propos'd a League with Sweden againſt ws

Maſcovites, the Re-eſtabliſhmenr of the Family of September. 


Sapicha in their Eſtates, Honours, and Dignities, 
Se. And the Poliſþ Commiſſioners propos'd to re- 


new the Treaty of Oliva without any diſmembring 


of the Provinces of the Kingdom of Poland; à Ceſ- 
ſation of all Contributions, and the Reſtitution of the 
Church- plate, and alſo the Artillery taken in ſeveral 
Places by the Swedes, &c. Several Days were ſpent in 
Debates about ſettling the other Points: But the 
Swedes declar'd that their Maſter being weary of theſe 
Delays, had order'd them to ſignifie, That they 
ſhould not make any further ſtep in the Treaty. till 
they had appointed a Day for the Coronation of King 
Staniſlaus. This Declaration being reported to the 
Deputies of the Congreſs, occaſion'd warm Debates, 
and the Marſhal of the Confederacy made a long 
Speech on that Subject, wherein he complain'd very 
much of the Proceedings of the Swedes, who without 
any regard to the Conſtitution of Poland, would carry 
every thing by Force. He alledg'd, That according 
to their Laws and Cuſtoms, the circular Letters for 
the Coronation ought to be iſſued out by the Primate, 
and that the provincial Diets ought to have a ſuffici- 
ent Time to meet and ſend Deputies to the General 
Diet. He alledg'd ſeveral other things of this Nature, 
and repreſented that theſe haſty Proceedings would 
be attended with the Subverſion of their Government, 
and introduce an Arbitrary Power. The Sieur Broni- 
khonski, a Deputy of Great Poland, who, they told us, 
expected great Preferments from the New King, re- 
turn'd a ſharp Anſwer to the Marſhal, and told him, 
That the Fears he had fo much magnified were Chi- 
merical, whereas the Delay he propos'd could not 
but be Fatal ro the Republick, which he endeavour'd 
to prove by ſeveral Arguments, and amongſt others, 
becauſe their unſettled Condition was the occaſion, 
as he pretended, of the Continuance of foreign Armics 
in their Country, concluding, That if the Marſhal 
did not like their Proceedings, he might quit his 
Place; which the other immediately ofter'd to do. 
This gave occaſion to many Speeches, but at laſt the 
other Deputies oblig'd the Deputy of Great Poland to 
make his Submiſlion to the Marſhal, They debated 
afrerwards which way they ſhould proceed for appoint- 
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September. ing the Coronation Day in the Abſence of the Pri- 
WY mate. and it was reſolv'dthat the Marſhal ſhould iflue 


out Circular Letters in his Name, requiring the ſeve- 
ral Palatinates to ſend Depuries to attend that Solemni- 
ty, the 4th of October, The Coronation Day being 
thus appointed, the Swediſh Commiſſioners and the 
Poliſh renew'd their Conferences, and made ſome Pro- 
greſs in the Treaty. 2 
The 19th the Deputies met in the Cloyſter of the 
Ber nardines, and from thence went to the Caſtle, 
where 2 publick Seſſion was held. The Marſhal of 
the Confederacy, upon the Motion of the Aſſembly, 
made a Report of all that had paſs'd in the Private 
Conterences, which was approv'd, And after the 
Aſſembly had declar'd they weredetermin'd to ſpend 
their Blood for King Staniſlaus, they adjourn'd to the 
22d, when they met again and purſuant to the Re- 
ſolutions approv'd the 19th, the Marſhal diſparch'd 
his Univerſalia to all the Palatinares, to notifie that the 
Coronation of Staniſlaus and Queen Catherine his 
Wife would be perform'd the 4th of October. The

There being nothing elſe of Conſequence to keep

_ worth our while ro travel into Hungary: We were 
informed General Herbeville paſſed the Danube on the 
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16th at Buda, in order to relieve General Rabutin 


in Tranſilvania, who Was in great diſtreſs: But we 


heard no more of him for the Reſt of the Month, and 
there were yet but few Advances made towards a Peace 
with the Malecontents; fo that tis time we ſhould 
again viſit I:aly,where there happer''d at the ſame Time 
very little remarkable berween the two Armiesof Pr. 
Eugene and the Duke of Vendoſme, both which conti- 
nued in the ſame Camps of Treviglio and Rivolta, the 
laſt of which the French fortified with the utmoſt 
Diligence. On the other {ide Prince Eugene on the 12th 
having ordered Count de Coningſeck Major-General, 
and Monſieur de St. Amour T.jeutenant-Colonel, to 
hold themſelves ready to March the following Night, 
with a Detachment of 1000 Foot, 200 Grenadiers, 


and 200 Horſe, the Count on the 18th, ſent word 


to Prince Eugene, that having in the Dark Night 
been led out of the Way by his Guides, he had 
thought fit to retire with his Men to Soncino, the bet- 

ter to conceal from the Enemy the Deſign he had to 
Execute. The 16th Major-General Paſſinger was 


commanded out with ſome Troops to get Intelli- 


ence, whether the Duke of Vendo/me had made any 
. to look after that commanded by the 
Count de Coningſech; but he came back, and reported 
that the Enemy keeping cloſe in their Camp, he 
could not take any Priſoner or light on any other 
Perſon from whom he could learn any thing. How- 
ever, on the 17th they had Intelligence that the Ene- 


my had detach'd towards Tredeci Ponti ſeveral Hun- 


dred Men, Foot and Horſe ; and that that Detach- 


ment advanc'd the Day before to Crema. Upon this 


Advice Prince Eugene, diſpatch'd an Expreſs to Count 
Coningſecl. Major-General, to inform him of it, and 
order him to be upon his Guard, and come back to 
the Camp with his Detachment: His Highneſs like- 
wiſe ſent Colonel Spleny with his Huſſars and 100 
German Horſe, to meet him. The 18th, in the 
Evening the Count arriv'd with his Detachment, and 
immediately waiting on Prince Eugene, acquainted 
him that it was impoſiible for him to execute his De- 
ſign upon Tredeci Ponti, becauſe he had found that 
Poſt in a better Condition than the Peaſants had re- 
ported it to be in; and beſides, that the Enemy had 
rom time to time ſent great Reinforcements *

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from their Army upon Information given them of a geptember. 
Deſign to ſurpriſe it. The Count himſelf receiv'd a r- 


Wound by a Muſquet-ſhot in taking too near a View 
of the ſaid Poſt, but it was not dangerous, though the 
French ſay quite the contrary, and imform us, that the 
Dulce of Vendoſme having timely Notice of this Deſign 
upon Tredeci Ponti, ſent goo Horſe, who carried behind 
them 400 Grenadiers, and they made ſo much Expe- 
dition, that they prevented the Enemy, fo that there 
were only ſome Skirmiſhes, in which Count Coning- 
ſeck was dangerouſly wounded, which obliged the 
Enemy to retire and returnto their Camp. 

All this while the French ſeemed reſolved to reduce 
the D. of Savoy, coſt what it would, and were not di- 
verted from the Siege of Turin, by the Difficulties 
that muſt be met with, and the Duke of La Feuillade 
received politive Orders to approach the Place. That 
General quitted accordingly the Venerie the 6th In- 
Rant, and came in ſight of Turin, encamping on the 
other ſide of the Doria, his Right to Lucento, where 

he order'd a Bridge to be made, and his Left towards 
the Po, in the great Road of Setrtino, The French 
poſleſs'd themſelves, upon their arrival, of ſome Cat- 
{ines on the Banks of the Doria, and of a large Houſe 
belonging to the Duke of Savoy, call'd the Caſtle of 
the Park, but their Detachments coming too near the 
Batteries of the Savoyards, they were ſaluted with 
ſome Volleys'of Cannon, which oblig'd them to re- 
tire at a further Diſtance. They begun the next 
Day after their arrival ro Work on a Line to cover 
their Army, from the Place where the Doria lies, 
nearer Turin to the Po, and few Days after erected 
a Battery of Four Pieces of Cannon, to batter the 
Three Redoubts the Duke of Savy had caus'd to be 
erected between the Doria and Turin, They fir'd a 
whole Day, but without doing any Damage. They 
paſs'd the Doria, and endeavour'd to lodge themſelves 
in a Caſſine, near the faid Redoubts, but were oblig'd 
to quit the ſame, by reaſon of the great Fire they 
made upon them from the Place. On the 17th the. 
Duke ot La Feuillade held a Council of War, where 
the ſeveral Generals in his Army gave their Opinion 
concerning the Siege of Turin, and the whole was

As for the Armies of the Allies in the Netherlands 
they continued at Herenthals till the 2oth Inſtant, 
when the Duke of Mar/borough being return'd from 
the Hague (where he had been ſome Days to confer 
with the States upon the Orders he had receiv'd from 
England to go to Vienna) they broke up and remov'd 
to Oſtmael, whence they continu'd their march the 
next Day to Brecht. During the March 50 Squa- 
drons of the Enemy came within Musket-ſhot of the 
Rear-Guard of Monſieur d' Auverquerque's Army: 
and Grenadiers were put into the Villages of Heren- 
thals, Brumel, and Nyle, to ſupport thoſe Squadrons ; 
But they durſt not attack us. They fell into Herenthals, 
and plundred the Waggons of about 30 Sutlers who 
ſtay d behind contrary to Order: And when Mon- 
ſieur 4 Auverquerque's Troops were buſi e beaking 


down Six Bridges over which they had paſs'd the 


Neere, pretty near to that Place, they fir'd hard at 
them from the Ramparts, and kill'd or wounded 22 
Men, the 24th the Count de Noyelles Inveſted Sant- 
vliet with Fifteen Battallions and Eight Squadrons 


detach'd from the Duke of Mariberougs Army and 
Six Battallions drawn out of e aud other 


Gar- 
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Te ach in the Evening the Trenches 


were opened before it, and the next Night they were 
carry'd on within 100 paces of the E 

which oblig'd the Beſieged to abandon their Covert- 
way. The 27th our Men drew a Second Line as 


far as the Glacis of the Counterſarp ; they likewiſe 


finiſh'd their Batteries conſiſting as well of Mortar- 
pieces as heavy Cannon, and began to fire to make 
a Breach in the Place, and alſo to Bombard it with 
Two Batteries of Cannon and Mortars. The 28th 
they drew a Third Line, and having likewiſe lodg'd 
themſelves on the Counterſcarp, they began to make 


a Deſcent into the Covert-way. Next Day all things 


were diſpoſed to lay ſeveral Bridges over the Ditch 


which was very deep and 120 Foot in breadth : And 
Two Breaches that were made veing judg'd practi- 
cable, the Field-Marſhal Monſieur 4 Auverquerque 


gave Order that all the Grenadiers of the Army, as 


well as Three Battallions of the Garriſon of Bergen- 


op- zoom, ſhould hold themſelves in a Readineſs to, 
march in the Morning to attack the Place : But that 
Afternoon the Beſieged beat a Parley, and the Count 
de Noyelles who commanded the Siege, having ſent 
word to the Governor, that he muſt ſi 


he ſurrendred on that Condition. : 
On the other Side the Elector of Bavaria judging 
that while the Allies were taken up with the Sicge of 


Santvliet, he had an Opportunity to retake Dieſt, de- 


tach'd from his Army ſome Troops under Don Mar- 


cello de Grimaldi the 24th and at the fame Time ſent 
Order to the Count 4 Artagnan Governor of Louvain 
to join them on the March with his Garriſon. They

ly ſecur'd all the Avennues on each ſide the Demer, 
and ſent a Trumpeter to ſummons the Governor to 
furrender : Which he refuſing, about 11 a Clock the

wounded. Of the Dutch that defended that little 


Fort, part were killed and the reſt retired into the

ther Regal Ornaments, He was led by the Referen- 
darius of the Crown and the Staroſt Bobrusks Fapicha : 
The Queen was led by the Swediſh General Horn. 
The King being come up to the High- Altar, kneel'd 
holding his Arms acroſs his Breaſt according to Cu- 
ſtom, and the Archbiſhop of Lemberg anointed him, 
in preſence of the Biſhop of Caminieck and the Suffr a- 


| fou of Gueſna and Chelm. Then they put the Royal 


obes on the King and Queen, and leading them to 
a Throne raiſed ſeveral Steps, under TWo Canopies, 
the Arch-biſhop Crown'd them, and gave the . 
the Scepter and Sword : Immediately the Te Denm 
was begun, during which Six Pieces of Cannon, that 
were plac'd in the Court-yard of the Caſtle, were dil- 
chargd ſeveral Times. The Te Deum being ended, 
the Arch - biſhop Proclaimed the King, crying aloud, 
Tons live Staniſlans the firſt, King of Poland, Which 
was repeated by the People. Then their Majeſty's 
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performed their- Devotions, and received the Sacra- 


ment; which done, they were re- conducted (the R. 


by the Biſhop of Caminieck and the Suffragan of 
Gueſna, and the Queen by General Horn,) ro the 
Caſtle ; being preceded by their Retinue. The 
King and Queen being led into the Hall of the Sena- 


tors in the Caſtle, the Biſhop of Caminzeck pronounc'd 


a fine Oration, and after the Deputies had been ad- 


mitted to kiſs their Majeſty's Hands, they far down 


to Dinner. The King ſate under a Cloath of State, 
having General Horn (repreſenting the Perſon of the 


King of Sweden) on his Right Hand, and the Queen 


on his Left; the Two Swediſh Commillioners, Meſ- 
fieurs Fachflager and Palmberg, were placed at a 
ſquare Table; the Arch-biſhop of Lemberg, the Bi- 
ſhop of Caminiecſt, the Suffragans of Gueſna and 
Chelm, the Senators and Swediſh General Officers, the 
Deputies, &c. fat at Three long Tables. On the 6th 


the Deputies of Cracow had Audience of Scaniſlaus, and 


did him Homage on the part of thar City. The 8th 
ſome Swediſh and Poliſh Troops were detach'd to- 
wards Marienburg in Pruſſia, to ſeek Monſieur Smi- 
gielski, who had inveſted Marienburg in Pruſſia the 
29th of Seprember with 3000 Poles and ſome Saxon 
Troops, and the 1ſt of October took the Place by 
Storm, put to the Swotd all the Swedes that made 
Reſiſtance, made Priſoners of War thoſe who threw 
down their Arms and ask'd Quarter, and gave his 
Troops the Pillage of the Town. „ 
We can fay nothing at leaſt wiſe, yet for certain, 


concerning the Treaty between the Swediſh Commit- 


ſioners and thoſe of the new pretended King; neither 
will it be worth our while to tarry in theſe Parts, to 
hear the Altercations of the Swedes and DantZickers, 
about the unreafonable Demands of the Former upon 
the Latter, and little can be offered concerning King 


Auguſtus, his Deſigns for the preſent, ſo that well now 


Traverſe the Country to go to the Imperial Court; 
but recollecting our ſelves a little, we now find King 
Auguſtus of Poland, paſted through Dantzick Incognito 
and arrived at Coningsberg the 29th, whence he wem 
to Tycockzin where he found the Czar of og Fg with 
the beſt partof his Army.

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Troops that guarded a Bridge laid over the Vu 
at Turſaw. The Account tranſmitted of it on the 
Part of the Confederate Army for King Avgu/tus, is 
briefly thus. 

That on the 23d, a Detachment of 3000 Maſco- 
vites, Saxons and Lithuanians ſurpriz'd and carried off 
from Praag all King Stani/laus's Guards and Three 
Pieces of Cannon. That Major range! who was 
poſted to cover the Bridge over the Viſtula, charging 
that Detachment with 110 Swedes, was taken Pritsner 
with all his Men, Ten only excepted : And that Ge- 
neral Nzereth ſending another Party of 300 Swedes to 
purſue them, they were all killed, 30 excepted, who 
were made Priſoners: That then that General him- 
ſelf march'd after them with a Body of Forces, but 
they retired in good Order with all their Boory, and 
Gen. Nieroth forbore to purſue them too far, for fear of 
falling into an Ambuſh. But the Swedes are more 
particular on their Part, and ſay that that Detach- 
ment, which as Priſoners and Deſerters reported, con- 
liſted of above gooo Men, adyanc'd the 21ſt from 
Nurr on the Bugg to within Three Leagues of Praag ; 
that on the Night of the 22d they came to Praag, took 
poſt there, and immediately derach'd ſeveral Hun- 
dred Muſcovite Dragoons to attack the Bridge on the 
Right, while the Saxons attack'd it on the Lefr, and 
the Lithuanians in Front. That there was appointed 
for the Guard of the Bridge an Enſign with 40 Men 
and Two Subalterns ; the Corps de Garde was at the 
hither End of the Bridge, and the Bridge being 650 
Paces Long the Enſign had poſted a Subaltern and 
Fourteen Men at a Barrier in the Middle of it, and 
another Guard at a 2d Barrier nearer to Praag. That 
the End of the Bridge was not cover'd by any Work, 
That in the Houſes neareſt to it were potted 149 
Men of King Stani/lauss Guards, with the Colours 
of the Regiment and Four ſmall Pieces of Canagon, 
commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Lzlegry.

That at Day-break, the Enemy began their At- 
rack ; King S:ani/laus's Guards defended themſelves 
well for an Hour; but ſeveral of them being willed 
che reſt were oyerpower'd and taken, witli the Liu 
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october. tenant- Colonel, the Colours, and the Four Can non, 
GY WV which the Enemy afterwards made uſe of to Batter 


the Bridge. That upon the Noiſe of the Action, 


there were ſent from the jCamp, a Captain with 110 


Men of the Regiment of Upland, Two other Cap- 
tains with 100 Men of the Regiment of Calecarlia, 
and a Subaltern with Ten Men, that ſtood as a Guard 
at the Door of the Treaſurer Sapieha, to ſupport the 
Guard of the Bridge. That in the mean time the 


ſaid Guard of the Bridge being animated by Colonel 


Dahldorf and Major Wrangel defended themſelves fo 
well, that the Enemy could not poſſeſs themſelves of 
the Head of the Bridge; yet having conſiderable Ad- 
vantages, namely, the Superiority in Number of 
Men, the Highrh of the Bank of the River, Palliſa- 
does, and Houſes that cover'd them, and out of 
which they fired on the Swedes, that ſtood quite ex- 
poſed on the Bridge, they killed or difabled moſt of 


them; Colonel Dahldorf and Major Wrangel were 


both dangerouſly wounded in the Head, the Enſign 
and the T'wo Subalterns that commanded the ſaid 
Guard were likewiſe diſabled by their Wounds ; fo 
that the Enemy got upon the Bridge, began to break 
it, and had actually cut the Cables of Seven of the 
Anchors that held it, when Captain Bure coming up 
with his 100 Men charged them on the Bridge; but 
he was dangerouſly wounded as was alſo his Lieute- 
nant, and loſt ſeveral of his Men : That upon this the 
Captains, Anrep and Sevolie, with the 100 Dalecarians 
were ordered not to {top on the Bridge, but to ad- 
vance forward as far as they could. That that order 
was ſo well executed, that the Enemy were not only 
driven off the Bridge, but likewiſe out of the Streets 
beyond it, and obliged to take Shelter in the Houſes. 
Captain Anrep poſted himſelf in rhe Street before the 
Bridge, and kept that Poſt with extraordinary Bra- 
very: That he was ſhot in the Thigh, but that did 


not hinder him from continuing the Fight, till a ad 


Shot laid him dead, That Captain Sevalin and an 
Enſign were likewiſe killed; and Two Lieutenants, 
one Enfign, and Five Subalterns were 3 
wounded, 60 Soldiers were alſo killed or difabled. 
That the reſt of thoſe 200 Men gave Time, by the 
vigorous Reſiſtance they made, to Lieutenant- Colonel 

| ä Siege- 
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which cleared the Houſes and the Town of the Ene. 


my, cutting down all that durſt make Reſiſtance, and 
drove the reſt into the open Field, where the main 
Body of their Detachment ſtood drawn up in Two 
Lines. That the Swediſh Regiment drew up likewiſe 
into Two Battalions, the firſt of which was Headed 
by the Lieutenant-Colonel, the other by Major Grieſ- 
Bach. Things ſtanding thus, Lieutenant-General 
Horn arrived with 200 Horſe, 2 them between 
the Two Battalions, and immediately gave order for 
advancing. Whereupon the Enemy made ſome Mo- 
tions, as if they were drawing up in Battalia : But 
Lieutenant-General Horn being reinforced by the Re- 
giment of Foot of Upland, and by Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Nieroeh with Three Regiments of Horſe, they re- 
tird by Two Ways. Major Piper was ſent after 
them with 300 Horſe, and Lieutenant General Horn 
with 3 Voluntiers, went with him: The 
Enemy were overtaken in a Moraſs, where a good 
Number of them were killed and ſome taken Priſoners: 
'The Detachment being come back, the Generals re- 
turn'd with the Troops to the Camp, leaving 100 
Men to 7 7 the Bridge. That the Number of 
Swedes kill'd or wounded in this Action was as fol- 


lows : Of the Regiment of Upland, the Colonel, the 


Major, one Caprain, and one Lieutenant wounded ; 
and 30 Soldiers killed or wounded : Of the Regi- 
ment of Dalecarlia, Two Captains and Four Subalrerns, 


killed; Nine Subalterns wounded, 70 Soldiers killed 


or wounded. And that the Enemy's Loſs was not known.

Some Years after Bartholomew Da 1662. (when from 
a Principle of undiſſembled Conſcience. he laid down 
his. publick Station,) being invited by the ah 
Maſſarene, he removed his Family into Ireland, (in 


the Pariſh of Antrim) where his great learning, and 


Chriſtian Temper, procur d him the particular 
Friendſhip of the Biſhop of that Dioceſe, Who (toge- 
ther with his Metropolitan, without demanding any 
Conformity) gave him Liberty of Preaching in the

for lar Part of our Service, cannot juſtiſie Men for not 
nd Conforming to the Church, in thoſe Parts of our 


Service to Which they have no particular Objecti- 
gm. ft} 8 | 

And as to the Two laft Sorts, which are by much 
the moſt; conſiderable, and comprehend the greateſt 
Part of the Independents and Presbyterians; I cannor 
{ee how thoſe Objections can juſtifie them for never 
going ro our Churches, tho they may think them 
{elves juſtiſied by them for going to their ſeparate 
Congregations; alſoo. 

That this: was the Caſe of ſeveral of the 2 8 
is very evident from their Practice. Dr. Bates, Mr 
Baxter, and ſome other of the moſt Eminent Teachers 
among the Diſſenters, did after the Reſtoration, go 
conſtantly to the Pariſh Churches, ſtay'd all the 
Divine Service, receiv d the Sacrament every Month, 
and did exhort and bring their Auditors to do the 
like; though at the ſame time they thought them- 
ſelves obliged to keep up their ſeparate Congregati- 
ons too. And accordingly there are at this Day, in ma- 
ny Parts of England, ſeveral Congregations of Men, 
Women and Children, of ſuch who neither by their 
Circumſtances, Sexes. or Age, can have the leaſt 
Proſpect of any Office; who go ſometimes to rhe 
eſtabliſhed Churh, ſtay all the Divine Service, re- 
ceive the Sacrament ; and yet at other Times re- 
ſort to ſeparate Congregarions. And how this, 
which has been ſo great a Step towards a Conſtant 
Conformity, and has proved ſo in very many Fami- ZN 
lies of Condition, becomes at preſent ſo ſcandalous 
and Hypocritical a Practice, I cannot for my Lite 
imagine | 
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Our Anceſtors had a very different Opinion of this 
Matter: The Papiſts did Communicate with our 
Church, in the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign; 
and were fo far from being charged with Hypocriſie 
by any of our Church Men for it, that all Encourage- 
ment that could be was given to them; and a Decla- 
ration againſt Tranſubſtantiation, which was the Li- 
turgy in Edward the Sixth's Time, was to avoid Of. 
fence, left out, and not put in again till the Reſtora- 
tion. The Pope, indeed, did not think it for his In- 
tereſt to allow the Practice, and therefore by a Bull 
forbad it. And yet IJ hope Mr. B.- will not pretend 
the Differences between the Diſſenters and us are 
greater, than between us and the Papiſts : Or that 
there is not as much Probability ef making the for- 
mer join with us in one common Intereſt, as ever there 


was of the latter. 


But this Practice, Mr. B--- fays, # condemm d by the 


better Sort of Diſſenters them/elves. 
That this Practice ſhould be condemn'd by the 
oft violent Part of the Diſſenters, I think there is 
* Reaſon to wonder at. Thoſe who would per- 
ſwade their Auditors, that all Communion with the 
Church of Enzland is abfolutely unlawful, muſt ufe 
their utmoſt Endeavours to keep their Auditors from 
looking into the Practice of that Church. There is 
ſomewhat ſo Devout, ſo Reverend, and fo Chriſtian, 
in our Forms and Worſhip, and particularly in that 
of Adminiſtring the Sacrament, that the ſafeſt way 
to keep People from complying with them, is to 
keep * from knowing what they are. And there 
have been ſo many conſiderable Families, that by 
an Occaſional Conformity at firſt, have been brought 
to a Conſtant cee 4 at laſt : That it is no 
wonder, thoſe who are ſo violent for a Separation, 
ſhould be againſt thoſe Methods that have brought ſo 
many to an Union. But that Mr. B.-, who profeſſes 
* himſelf fo zealous a Friend to our Church, ſhould 
call theſe the Better Sort of Diſſenters, who are the 
moſt violent againſt it; and ſhould declare fo warm- 
ly againſt a Practice, by which the Church has gain d 
15 many Proſelytes already, and is ſo likely to gain 
the Reſt, that I confeſs, is to me a little Extraordi- 


nary.

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_ But however ſome rigid Diſſenters may diſapprove 
the Practice of the Occaſional Conformiſts, I make 
no doubt but the moſt violent of chem would be a- 
larm d at any thing done againſt it; or ever imagine. 
that if the Law were once altered to the Prejudice of 


' thoſe Diſſenters who approach ſo nearly to our 


Church, they might not ſoon expect a more ſevere 
Law againſt thoſe Diſſenters, who are ſo very Diſtant 


from it. 


But Mr. B.—-, you tell me, ſays farther, Wat 


the employing Perſons of a different Religion from that 
eftabliſh'd by Law, has never been practiſed by any wiſe 
Government; and is not allowed even in Holland at this 
Day. | 

What Governments Mr, B----- will allow to be 
Wiſe Ones I ſhall not take upon me to determine; 
but that in all Ages, and in all Countries hei e 
there were not Perſecutions for Religion, the Govern- 
ments have employ d Perſons under them who were 
of different Religions, is ſo very notorious, that it 
would ſeem ridiculous to give particular Inſtances. 


The Fews employ'd the Sadduces, and the Heathens 
employ d the e:: The Pagans employ'd the Chri- 
ſtians; and the Chriſtians the Pagans : In Fance, 
22 ſeems ra be the Place ſome Perſons propoſe 
or the Model of their Politicks, and Church Diſci-

who were Proteſtants. Nay, under this preſent Mo- 
narch (as a great Proſecutor as he has proved ſince) 
the whole Army of Fance was entruſted in Proteſtant 
Hands.

employed Papiſts in her Councils, Fleets and Armies, 
during her whole Reign. Whether ſhe was a wiſe 
Princeſs, or a Friend to the Church of England, let 
the World judge. 1 

But let all this be as it will, the Matter in Queſti- 


on is not, whether Diſſenters from the eſtabliſned 


Church are employed by the Government there; 
for tho' they are, yet there is not one employed, 
that I know of, — — Her Majeſty here. But the 
proper Queſtion is, whether it be Penal in any one 
who is in Office, to go to a ſeparate Congregation ? 
And this is ſo far from being penal, that the Calvi- 
niſts and Remonſtrants make no Scruple of going to 
one anothers Congregations, when there is any parti- 
cular Occaſion for it. Nor is there any Country, 
that I know of, except England, where the receiv- 
ing the Sacrament, or any other Religious Exerciſe, 
is neceſſary to qualifie a Man for r 
- Employment ; ſo that we have gone a deal Farther 
2 in that Matter, than any orher Country has 
One. 6 - 5 
But this Sacramental Teſt, Mr, B.- ſays, "Wa; 
thought neceſſary to preſerve the eſtablifhed Church : 
which Church ſeems in as much Danger now from the Dif: 
| ſenters, as it was then from the Papiſts. | 
Every Body knows the Circumſtances our Affairs 
were in, at the time when this Teſt Act was made, 
we had a Sovereign upon the Throne, who was ſuſ- 


pected to have a very ſtrong Inclination towards Po- 


pery; and who, if the Proof publiſhed after his 
| Death by Authority may be believed, was then actu- 
ally a Papiſt. His Brother, who had then the 
greateſt Share in the Adminiſtration, and who had 
the Fleet and Army in his own Hands, was a profeſs'd 
one. The Lord Treaſurer, who had the Diſpoſal of 
all the Publick Money, was a Papiſt, The Per- 
ſons employed in Publick Truſt, were ſuch as were 
likely to purſue the Methods preſcribed them by 
theſe: Secret Treaties were made with the French 
Ring; great Sums of Money received from him; 
and his Ambaſſador was at the Head of our Affairs 
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in England, In fine, there appear d, upon all Occa- 


ſions, an evident Diſpoſition at Court to introduce 


Popery, and Deſtroy the Liberty of the Subject; 
and there was a Potent Foreign Prince ready at all 
Times, to engage in any Enterpize againſt the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and the Civil Rights of all Europe. 
But is there any Danger like this from the Diſſen- 
ters at preſent? Has ever the moſt malicious Enemy 
but once ſuſpected Her Majeſty of any Deſigns a- 
gainſt the Church of England ? Is there any Man 
employed in any Office under Her, who has ever 
been ſaid to be a Diſſenter? Have the Diſſenters 
ſhown any Inclinations to invade the Church? Are 
they not firmly united with Her in the ſame common 
Inteceſt? Or, if they were not, have they any Foreign 
Prince, either willing, or able to ſupport them, in a- 
ny Attempt againſt Her? 
Thus far I have conſidered the Reaſons that are 
iven for the Occaſional Bill it ſelf, and I muſt free- 
y confeſs I can ſee none that can ſatisfie me of the 
Neceſſity of it. I think the Practice of Occafional 
Conformity, as uſed by Diſſenters, ſo far from de- 
ſerving the Title of a vile Hyprocrifie, that I think 
it the Duty of all moderate Diſſenters, upon their 
own Principles to do it. I think, that however it 
may be diſapproved by ſome rigid Diffenters, ir 
ought to be encourged by all good Church-Men, 


as a likely Means to bring them'over. The employ- 


ing Perſons of a different Religion from the eſtabliſh'd 
Church, has been practiſed in all Countries where Li- 
berty of Conſcience has been allowed: That we have 
gone farther already in excluding Diffenters, than a- 
ny other Country has done: That whatever Reaſons 
there were to apprehend our Religion in Dunger from 
the Papiſts, when the Teſt Act was made, yet there 
does not ſeem the leaſt Danger to it from the Diſſen- 
ters now. Be 

But on the other Hand I can ſee very plain Incon- 
venienciesfrom this Bill at preſent. As it was brought 
in this laſt time, indeed they have added a Pream- 
ble, that tho ic was put in the firſt Edition of the Bill, 
was left out in the Second, viz. That the Ad for Tole- 
ration ſhould be always kept inviolable. But the Tolera- 


tion Act being to take away all the Penalties that a 


lis May 
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Man might incur by going to a ſeparate Congregati- 
tion, and the Occaſional Bill being to lay new Penal- 
ties upon thoſe that do it; how they can ſay that this 
is not it ſelf a Violation of the other, Icannot ve 
eaſily comprehend. I doubt it will put People in 
Mind of what paſſed in France, where every Edict a. 
gainſt the Proteſtants began with a Proteſtation, that 
the Edict of Nants ought to be always preſerved in. 
violable, till that very Edict, in which it was in ex- 
preſs Words repealed. 

At a Time that all Europe is engag'd in a Bloody 
and Expenſive War; at a Time that this Nation has 
not only ſuch conſiderable Foreign Foes to deal with 
but has a Party in her own Bowels, ready upon all 
Occaſions to call in a Popiſh Pretender, and involve 
us all in the fame, or rather worſe Calamities than 
thoſe from which, with ſo much Blood and Treaſure 
we have been freed : At a Time that the Proteſtant 
Diſſenters (however they may be in the wrong in ſe. 
parating from us) yet are heartily and undoubredly 
united with us againſt the Common Foes to our Re- 
ligion and Government; what Advantage thoſe, who 
are in earneſt for defending theſe . things, can have, 
by leſſening the Number of ſuch as are firmly united 
with them in this Common Cauſe, I cannot for my 
Life imagine. 

But, notwithſtanding I can fee no reaſon for ſuch 

2 Bill as this, yet J would not have it imagin'd, the 

Dangers of the Tack were founded upon this Bottom 
only. For People may have quite a different Opi- 
nion of this Bill; they may think it convenient, they 
may think it, in ſome meaſure, neceſſary, and yet 
they may be againſt the running ſuch a Riſque, as 
the Tacking it to the neceſſary Supply. And, to do 
every Body juſtice, ſeveral Gentlemen who were very 
zealous for this Bill, did however appear as zealous 
againlt that dangerous Experiment of Tacking it to 
the other.

But Mr. B----fays, Wis Bill being neceſſary for the 
Preſervation of the Church, and having been twice refus d 
by the Houſe of Lords, the only way to ſecure its paſſing,

This 
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This truly. is 4 very compendious Way of diſpatch- 
g Bdiſineſs: It has always been thought the Excel. 
-ncy of our Conſtitution, that no new Law could be 
ade, or old one repeaFd, without going through 
ſeveral Hands that were all Checks upon one another. 
Let the Commons be ever ſo much prepoflefs'd in fa- 
our of any thing, they cannot 4 it to the 
Throne to paſs into a Law, without Conſent of the 
Houſe of Lords, And let the Lords be never ſo violent 
for any Bill, they cannot offer it to the Royal Aﬀent, 
yithout the Concurrence of the Houſe of Commons. 
And let both theſe Houſes agree in their Opinion, yet 
it 228 into a Law, till it has had its Sanction 
from the Throne. Theſe different Steps are wiſely 
order d by our Conſtitution, for fear any thing ſhould 
paſs into a Law by a particular Faction, by Heat of 
Parties, or by Inadvertency. 

But this excellent Form of our Legiſlature is ar an 
End, if Encouragement be given to this new manner 
of Tacking. As all Money Bills, however neceſſary 
for the Publick Safety, muſt have their Riſe and 
Form in the Houſe of Commons: If this Houſe may 
add to their Money Bills new Laws of quite a diffe- 
rent Nature to the Money; and if the — cannot 
after this paſs the Money Bill, without conſenting to 
the other too, then it is the Houſe of Commons onl 
that has rhe Right of deliberating : For what Occa- 
ſion can there be for the Houſe of Lords to conſider 
whether a Law be reaſonable before they conſent to 
it, when it is in the Power of the Houſe of Commons 
to make them conſent to it, whether they think ir 
reaſonable or not. 

But Mr. B----fays, That it has been an ancient Pra- 
Rice to Tack Bills, that were for the good of the Subject 
to Money Bills ; that while heavy Taxes were laid upon the 
People for the good of the Crown ; the Crown might, in 
return, grant ſuch Laws as were for the good of the Feople. 

Whatever Pretences may be made of the Antiqui- 
ty of this Practice, yet 8 knows it has been 
very rare, and is of a freſh Date, and has only been 
when theſe TwWo Circumſtances have agreed.

In the Secodd Place, this Bill is ſo far from being 
thought for the Good of this Nation by both Houſe 
of Parliament, that one Houſe had before, in Two 
ſucceſlive Seſſions, thought fit to reject it.
